The Court has boen advised that the 
defendant is presently In the custody of the Sheriff of 
this County. A bench warrant Is ordered to issue 
coEimnding tha defendant to be held for trial in this 
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matter. 

In view of the charge set forth in Count I 
of this Indictrr.::nt , the defendant shall not be adadtted to 
bail, 

I will hear from you in a moment. Hr, Reward , 
I have a few other matters I wish to take up. 

Ladies and gentlGmen of the Grand Jury, 
before excusing you, I wish to make o few coinments which 
the Court feels are appropriate in view of the public 
Interest in this case and considering the affirmative 
obligation of this Court to assure the defendant that he 
receives a fair trial. 

First, I am going to read to you portions 
of the Charge given to you by Judge Richard Schauer, the 
Presiding Judge of the Criminal Courts, by whom you waro 
liiipaneled and sv7om. At that time Judge Echauer adnonlshed 
you as "'ollows, I aa now reading from pages 5, 6 and 7 of 
the Charge, and I believe each of you received a copy of 
this Charge: 

”The deliberations of the Grand Jury and 
its voting upon its Investigations are required by 
law to be in private seBslon, It Is significant 
that secrecy Is prohibited in alrcost every other 
phase of government, and exists as to the Grand 
Jury because it is an agency designated not only 
to search out of fcnsiveand accusations which would 
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not othcr^/ise bo ccted upon because of the fear or 
Inability cf individuals to bring the complaint, 
but also to protect persons from publicity that 
might otherwise occur because of charges v;hich 
eventually are proved to be unfounded, 

"You are admonished to keep your c^m 
counsel. Matters before the Grand Jury should 
never be discussed, even with your closest 
relatives, associates or superiors. And I urge 
that while you are on the Grand Jury, you take 
special pains to listen rather than to talk, and 
restrict your conversation concerning public 
business, either pending, prospective, or VTithin 
the realm of possibility, to the Grand Jury room. 

"In this connection the law provides 
that every Grand Juror must keep secret all 
evidence adduced before the Grand Jury, or anything 
he, himself, or any other Grand Juror, may have 
said; or in what manner he, or any other Grand 
Juror, may have voted on a matter before them. 

And by lav;, it is a misdemeanor to violate such 
secrecy of the Grand Jury room, or to disclose 
the finding of an Indictment or Information until 
the defendant has been arrested." ^ 

And continuing reading from the Charge to 
you by Judge Schauer: 
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"Althoush, under certain proper 
circuiTiStanceG, a Court mty require a Grand Juror 
to disclose testlnony given before the Grand Jury, 
a Grand Juror cannot be questioned for anything ho 
may say or any vote ho nay give in the Grand Jury 
relative to a matter legally pending before the 
Jury, CKCGpt for a perjury of which he m^y have 
been guilty in laaking an accusation or giving 
testimony to his fellow Jurors* But at times. In 
order to obtain legal advice, it may ba necessary 
for you to disclose to the District Attorney, or 
to the Attorney General, if he is officiating in 
the case, or to me, some matter of evidence which 
you have taken during an investigation'; and such 
a disclosure Is not a violation of ycur oath.” 

In compliance with the law of the State of 
California, and the Charge read to you by Judge Schauer, 
the Court will make the following order: 

^ It is the order of the Court that no member 

of the Grand Jury shall make any statement to anyone as to 
the contents, nature, substance, effect or weight of the 
evidence heard by the Grand Jury in this matter until after 
the final disposition of this case. Nor shall any Grand 
Juror make any statement OKpresslng his opinion on tho 
question of the guilt or Innocancc of the accused, or of 
anyone in connection with this Indictment, 
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Tho Court at this time will also issue 
certain orders to preserve the defendant's right to a fair 
trial directed to the Clerk of the Court, the Official 
Court Reporter for the 1968 Los Angeles County Grand Jury 
and the transcribers to whoa the proceedings and testicony 
are dictated by the Official Grand Jury Reporter concerning 
this Indie taent. 

First, the record will shoi? that Mr, Peter 
Talisachoff, Chief of the Crlainal Division of the Office 
of the Clerk of the Superior Court, is present in the . 
courtroom. And further, that Donald Ostrov, the OfficJ.al 
Court Reporter for the 1968 Los Angeles County Grand Jury, 
is also present. 

I herewith will reed the written orders 
which, upon their being read by the Court, x^ill be served 
by the Sheriff upon the Individuals or offices in question. 

It is the order of this Court that upon 
presentation of the Reporter's Transcript of the Grand 
Jury Proceedings to the Clerk of the Court that the Clerk 
shall receive said transcript and keep secret the contents 
thereof until after service of a copy of said P^eporter's 
Transcript has been made on the defendant or his attorney. 

It is further ordered that the original 
Reporter's Transcript of the Grand Jury proceedings will 
be served by the Clerk on the District Attorney and that 
the District Attorney also will keep secret the contents 
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of said transcript until after service has been inede on 
the defendant or his attorney. 

It is the order of this Court that the 
exhibits received by the Grand Jury in its proceedings 
concerning this Indictment vlll be delivered to the Clerk 
of tha Court and ulll be safeguarded by him pending the 
determination of this case. 

It is further ordered that the Clerk shall 
not make the exhibits available to any person or agency 
except upon order of this Court, 

This order, and the previous one, are doted 
June 7 I 1968, signed Arthur L. Alarcon, Judge of the 
Superior Court, 

It is the order of this Court that the 
Official Court Reporter assigned to the Grand Jury to 
report its proceedings concerning this Indictment shall 
not release or divulge the contents of his notes of tha 
testimony or evidence presented to the Grand Jury to any 
person, nor shall any transcript of the Grand Jury 
proceedings in this matter be released by the Reporter to 
any person other than the Clerk of the Court until a copy 
of such transcript of tha entire Grand Jury proceedings 
has been delivered by the Clerk to the defendant or his 
attorney. 

This order Is dated June 7, 1965, signed 
Arthur L. Alarcon, Judge of the Superior Court, 
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It is the order of this Court that those 
persons vho transcribe the prcccedinss of the Grand Jury

obscured by the surgical enlargement and by the adjacent 
craniotomy. The surgical opening of the right tomporo- 
- occipital bone measures 6 cm antcropostoriorly and 5 cm 
supero-inf criorly . Eurr holes, saw cuts, and rongeur cuts 
can be seen along the margins of the bone. 

’‘ The bullet v;ound of the mastoid extends medially to the ba 
of the petrous portion where there is a triangular defect 
v/ith tile base of the triangle corresponding to the petrous 
ridge and measuring 8 mm in width. 

A curved fracture about 1 cm long is found in the central 
thinnest portion of the right supra-orbilal plate with 
intra-orbital hemorrhage beneath it surrounding the riglit 
eye. A laceration of the dura and contusion of the right 
orbital gyri are located above the fracture.

B. Meninges, blood vessels and cranial nerves. 

In the dorsolateral aspect of the subdural space there is 
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film of blofjcl up to 3 mm thick, cnv^^riruf the arnclujold over 
botfi postnrior frontal anti partcio-ncclfd tnl rcqinnn anfJ 
extemUnq dowms^ard to, and in name places bo low the j^ylvian 
fisnurc bilaterally, slicjhtiy more on the left side than ^ 
on the right* Similar blood clot is also found on tlic left 
middle fossa and in both posterior fossae, again more on 
the loft side* A small amount of blood clot, about 2 cc, 
is found between the cerebral hemispheres just dorsal to the 
midbrain* 

Rather diffuse subarachnoid hemorrhage is present over the 
parietO“Occipi tal regions, over the dorsal and right side 
of the cerebcLlum and also over the ventral surface of the 
pons and medulla* All of thin, however, is quite slight 
and the blood clot docs not obscure the underlying Btructuros* 

Epidural hemorrhages are found in the follov;ing three locations: 

I 4 Adjacent to the craniotomy defect of the right 
temporo^occipital region* This is minimal and 
. extends not more than 1 cm from the surgical 
incision and it is less than 1 mm in thickness, 

2* Above the right supraorbital plate where the 
fracture is present as described above. This 
is deemed minimal ard less than 1 mm in thickness 
covering an area 1.5 >: 1 cm* 

3f Epidural hemorrhage moanurlng 2 cm longitudinally 
and I cm t ranri vnrsoly In found in tfio dorsal 
aspect of tl\G epidural space at Cl and C2 
vertebral levels . 

The dorsal veins which empty into the superior saggital sinus 
are inspected l)ut they rovoal no evidence of the source of 
subdural hemorrhage. 

The right superior petrosal sinus is severed for a distance of 
8 mm corresponding to the defect of the petrous ridge mentioned 
above. The remainder of this sinus adjacent to the defect, 
has been cauterized. The tentorium which has its attachment 
to the right petrous ridge is lacerated whore the bony defect 
Is present. This laceration of the dura is continued laterally 
and communi cotes v;lth the surgical defect which measures 
4.5 X 2.0 cm just anterior to tlie rlgfit sigmoid si mm mid 
above the transverse sinus l>enenth the crnniolotny opening, 

A second surgical defect in present on thr» dura posterior 
to the sigmoid sinus and inferior to the tranrivorsc sinus 
and this measures 3x2 cm. There are circnn of brov/nish 
discoloration and a minimal amount of blood clot is scattered 
along t}ie margins of these dural openings* 

The lateral portion of the transverse sinus and the sigmoid 
sinus thus transverse the craniotomy defect horizontally 
through its posterior portion and vertically through its 
inferior portion. 
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ThG tentorium corcbclli shew^ no defects in its central 
portions. 

Tlie dura was l«iccratcd over a small area over the riqht ' . 
supra-orbi tal plate v/herc a curved fracture was present ao 
mentioned above. 

Ti\c superior saqqital sinus, left transverse sinus, left 
• •• siqmoid sinus and cavernous sinuses arc inspected and reveal 
no evidence of thromJjonis or laceration. The right trans- 
verse and sigmoid sinuses do not appear to bo damaged 
in spite of their proximity to the dural openings anterior 
and posterior to it, but cautery marks are on and close to 
these sinuses which contain dark red blood clot. 

Examination of the arteries of the brain stem and cerebellum 
reveals a right vcrtoliral artery that is smaller than the 
, . left. The basilar artery measures 3 mm in diameter and is 

slightly tortuous. The anterior inferior cerebellar arteries 
and the posterior inferior cerebellar arteries have a normal 
distribution and shov; no evidence of traumatic injury. The 
• « left superior cerebellar artery is intact. The* right superior 
cerebellar artery is intact throughout its main, trunk but 
several of its superficial branches are involved in the 
cortical contusion and laceration of the cerebellum and many 
of its deeper branches have been damaged by the penetrating 
•* bullet and bone fragments. 

All of the remaining blood vessels of the brain stem, cerebellum 
and cere!>ral hernisy>}ieroa have normal distribution and show 
very slight al.heroncleroslfi . There is no evidence of injury 
except for the aroas of contusions and lacerations.

The cranial nerves are all intact. 
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C. Cerebrum. 

Slight depression of the cerebral cortex is noted over both 
, posterior frontal and parietal convexities in the areas boriOath 
the subdural hemorrhage that is described above. The right 
cereljral hemisnhere is sligiitly larger than the loft v;ith • . 
nhallov; tentoritjm grooves ovor both unci, slightly more 
prominent on the right than on the left. Hf>v;ever, there is 
no c:vi donee of herniation of the cingulate gyri beneath the . 
falx. The gyri over both cerebral convexities are flattened. 

When the brain is inspected from the ventral asnnct, three 
areas of contusion-laceration can be seen in the cortex of 
the right cerebral hemisphere and a fourth area of contusion 
on the loft. The largo?)t one neas\ires 4x3 cm. It consists 
of 5jupcrficial and deep lacerations and contusions of the 
mosical half of tlie posterior ono-third of the right inferior 
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tcTiporal -qyruF; Cor nn anteroposterior distance of A cm;

Tho neceml largest contusion in in the middle part of the right 
orbital gyri and measures 1.5 x 1,0 cm with a 5 mm-curved 
laceration v;it!iin it. Hemorrhage extomls into the subcortical 
' white matter to a depth of 6 mm. This lesion overlies the 
lacerated dura and fracture of the right supraorbital plate, 

Tho third contusion measures 14 x 7 mm with a linear 6 mm * 
transverse laceration and is situated in tho mesial portion 
"'of; the inferior part of the right occipital cortex- 

The fourth contusiem of the cortex Is a very small lesion in 
the middle of the lefft inferior temporal gyrus and measures 
5x2 nirn. Thorn is no laceration in this area. This 
condition in limited to the gray matter. 


Di Ccrobcllum. 

In the anterior and lateral aspects of the right hemisphere of 
the cerebellum, there is an irregular penetrating wound. The 
opening measures 2 x 2 cm witti irregular margins. The margins 
of this wound and ad-Jacont areas are elevated to form a ring 
of tissue at the bony margin, 2 mm distal to the internal 
bono surface. This indicates herniation of the cerebellar 
tissue into the bony defect. On the surface of this defect 
and in the bone incision, there are fragments of gel foam and 
. soft friable blood clots. 

A partially collapsed linear tract measuring 5 cm in length ' 
D>: tends from the cerebellar cortex and subcortical white 
matter of the cerebellum to the vorrais . The tract begins 
just rostral to the togmcrptuia of the anterior one- third of 
the pons, anterior to the middle cerebellar peduncle and 
proceeds in a superior and posterior direction* an 

Imaginary transverse plane between tho two mastoid bones, 
one v;ould ostimato tJuit this tract proceeds about 4 5 degrees 
posteriorly and medially and 30 degrees superiorly from the 
mastoid perforation, Tho tract ends in the vermis of the 
car obeli urn vdicnrc a 1 cm tr^mevorse laceration is found in the 
region of tho primary fissure v.-hich is approximately 3 cm 
posterior to the aritorior cerebellar notch. At the 
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termination of the tract, hemorrhage can bo seen v/lthin 
the cortical laceration. 


The size of the penetrating wound is difficult to doternine 
at this time since the tract is largely filled l)y the swollen 
white matter of tl^.e cereliellum and by hemorrhage. However/ 
probing into tlic tract at the entrance wound indicates that 
it wa.s in the order of 2 cm in v;idth at maximum expdn.sion. 


Upon palpation and probing in the region of the laceration 
in the superior vormis/ a metallic fragment is found just 
beneath the arachnoid membrane and v/ithin an area of 
hemorrhage. This irregular gray metallic fragment measures 
6 X 3 X 2 mm and corresponds to the largest fragment that 
was identified in the postoperative x-ray of a radiopaque 
object near the midlino. ( 


In addition to the penetrating wound and the laceration of 
the vermir; at its terminal end, on area of contusion and 
hemorrhagic nocronlrj mr^asuring 2,5 x 2.0 cm covers most of 
the nnpf»rior nurface of tl)o right cerebellar hemlsf>h<?re and 
extends 5 mrn ov<*r Lfu' midlln^. H^.n^ath thJn area of conttj.sion 
and cornnuin! caij ng with the jj^uietra t ing v/ound, a recruit 
hematoma is found that measures 2.5 x 2.0 cm. The hemorrhage 
involves the region of the declivo, folium, and tuber. Smaller 
satellite contusions and hemorrhagic necrosis arc* scattered 
lateral to the large contusion of the superior surface of 
the cerebellum. Both cerebellar hemispheres are markedly 
swollen with flattened gyri and with a cerebellar pressure 
cone. Two small areas of hemorrhagic hocro.sis, each 3 mm in 
diameter, are present in the cortex of the herniated left 
cerebellar tonsil. The right cerebellar tonsil shov;s ’a single 
area of cortical hernorrhaoic necrosis also 3 inm in diameter. 


An elliptical groove over the superior surface of the 
anterior lobe of the cerebellum indicates upv/ard herniation 
of those ntructuros through the Inclsura of the tentorium 
cerobolli . 

Horizontal seetJonn of the co robollnm reveal the penetrating 
v/omid and t!ie hemorrhage described above. Thesc» lonionn have 
dc 2 Stroyed much of the cortex and subcortical v/hite matter of* 
the right cerebellar hemisphere/ the dentate nuclei and 
probably the roof nuclei.

The ventral surface of the pons and medulla is markedly 
flattened. , ’ . . .

The lateral and third ventricles are moderately narrov/ed in 
size. They contain a small amount of blood clot totaling 
* about 6 cc. The source of the intraventricular hemorrhage 
, is doc to rupture into the right inferior horn of the homor- 
' rhago of the right temporal lobe. The fourth ventricle also 
contains a small amount of fresh blood clots. 


G. Spinal Canal and Spinal Cord- 

The foramen magnum and the upper cervical vertebrae are 
inspected and they sliow no abnormalities. ' 

The bodies of the lower cervical, thoracic and upper lumbar 
vertebrae are rcmovocl in a column- After inspecting the 
spinal nerve roots ^ the cervical, thoracic and lumbar spinal 
cord is removed in toto. 

A 41- cm portion of the spinol cord extending from the high 
cervical region into the lumbar region irs examined- The 
loj^tomeni nger. are thin and Lran.sparen t . The anterior spinal 
artery is thin-v/allod and shovn; no evidence of occlusion or 
laccra tion. 

The posterior aspect of the spinal cord additionally reveals 
thin leptomeninges and normal distribution of vessels and 
nerve roots. There is no evidence of pathologic damage to 
the spinal cord. The subarachnoid space shows faint blood 
staining- Multiple transverse sections of the spinal cord 
and nerve roots show no gross lesions - 


H. Pituitary Gland- 

The diaphragma^ sella and pituitary stalh arc normal in 
appoarancG. The pituitary gland measures 1.1 x O.fi x 0.5 cm. 
licction shows a pink homogent'ous anterior lobe and a reddish 
gray posterior lobo. The bony utructurcs forming and fsurrouuding 
the pituitary fossa are all within nonnal limits. 
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MICROSCOPIC P.FPOFT (NKUROPATnOLOGY) 


There are 31 slides divided into three groups: B and C. * 

Each group is again numbered as A-1 , A-2, A-3, or B-1, B-2^ 

B-3, D-4 and C-1, C-2, C-3, C-4 , etc. 

Sections confirmed all the lesions described at the gross exami- 
nation. 

All tissue sections show congestion and some extravasation with 
occasional actual petechial hemorrhages, the latter being 
particularly noticeable in the thalami near the ventricular 
walls. A few mononuclear cells arc present in the perivascular 
spaces. The ground substance of the cerebral cortex and centrum 
shows fine vacuolati ons. In the occipital cortex, there is early 
status spongiosus, portions of which have a laminar distribution. 

^ Some nerve cells have pyknotic nuclei and homogenization of the 
cytoplasm, the latter sliowing definite eosinophilia. The white 
matter of the frontal lobe shov;s occasional areas of pallid 
staining. In the ventral pons there is early necrosis in . 
addition to the hemorrhages. 

A-1, RIGHT FPON^TAL LOBE : - ... * * 

This section shows marked congestion of the meningeal and 
'parenchymal blood vessels. The endothelium of the blood vessels 
shows hypertrophy. There is no inf lar*imatory infiltrate in the 
meninges. There is a diffuse rarefaction of the matrix of the 
cortex and white matter , but more marked in the white matter 
where there arc actual areas of early status spongiosus. Many 
of the nerve cells are pyknotic. The glial and ependymal elements 
are swollen. 

A- 2, LEFT FRONTAL LOBE : . ; 

Findings are similar to A-1, except that the status spongiosus 
of the white matter is not obvious. 

A-3, RIGHT TEMPORAL LOBE - IfIPPOCAMPUS t * ' ’• 

Findings arc similar to A-2.

In addition to similar findings an in A-3, there are several small 
petechiae in the cortex.

However, some nerve cells are not only f>yknotic but they are cilso 
beginning to shov/ oosinophilia of the contracted and homogenized

This slide shows Cindinqs similar to A-2* In additioHi there 
is subarachnoid hemorrhage* . ' 


A- 7, RIGHT OCCIPITAL LODE ; 

This section shovJS marked congestion of all the blood vessels 
with extravasation of blood in the white matter. The cortex 
shows early status spongiosus which has a suggestive laminar 
pattern.

This section shows findings similar to A^7 above. Some of the

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TEST FIRINGS 

Test firings were conducted on Juno 11/ 1960/ using a v/capon and 
ammunition sujjplied by tlic Los Angeles Police Department as being 
of the most nearly identical manufacture possible to that of the 
fatal v;cnpon. An area adjacent to the firing range on the Los 
Angeles Police Academy v;as utilized. Personnel consisted of 
Drs. Holloway and Noguchi, Mr. DeV/ayne V/olfcr and Sgt. V7illiam 
J. Loo. Preliminary studies were with o’ target composed of a * 

single layer of muslin over 3/0 inch (9 mm) gypsum board. 

The muzzle was perpendicular to the target unless otherwise noted. 

A firm contact firing shows a circular 'defect about 3/8 inch 
(9 nua) in diameter, surrounded by a concentric zone of powder 
deposition about 7/8 inch (22 mm) in diameter and sometimes having 
a multi-laminar configuration at the periphery. These arc on the 
outer surface of the muslin.

A firing at 1/2 inch muzzle distance is similar in configuration 
except for the absence of ripping of the target fabric and absence 
of land-and-groove "puffs."

L. Scanlan and 
J, D. Camp. The x-ray technician for these studies was 
Mr. G. O. Drianis. V7e arrived at The Good Samaritan Hospital 
at 4:15 P.M. for these studies.

The above-mentioned four exposures are all contained on one 
sheet of film. 

Composite films embodying visible evidence of the gunshot ’wound 
to the head were tlien made, including that portion of dura in 
w»hich the traumatic and surgical defect was present, a portion 
of posterior aspect of temporal lobe nearest tlio wound of 
entry, and the tv/o portions of ccrobollum as previously sectioned 
by the Neuropntho) ogist .

Epicardinl surfaces show flat sparse mesothGlium. The cpicardial 
fat is of normal amount. In a fev/ areas there is the usual 
degree of insinuation of epicr.rdlal fat cells in tlic outcxiT^ost 
myocardium extending betv;cen isolated fibers and bundles 
of fibers* All sections show regular myocardial fibers v;ith 
central nuclei which are of consistent and regular si^e. 

Tinctorial characteristics are uni form v;ith the usual degree 
of cosinophilia* VUthin the myocardial interstitium is a 
minimal amount of edena, usually located adjacent to small 
vascular channels. No myocardial necrosis^ fiber fragmentation/ 
or inflammatory infiltrate is observed. No microscopic intra- 
myocardial hemorrhage can be identified. The endocardial surfaces 
show an intact endothelium. Tl>o usual complement of fibrous 
connective tissue is present subjacent to tlio endothelium.

Soma evidence of early regeneration of 
denuded epithelium is noted. The tracheal basement membra no 
is irregularly thickened and eosinophilic. Immediately sub- 
jacent to it arc aggregates of lymphocytoo in a slightly edematous 
Gubcpithclial stroma. Most of the tracheal mucous glands appear 
intact. A fev; of their ducts contain inspissated secretions. 

In one block {72-G A, B and C) neutrophilic leukocytes arc noted 
aggregating beneath the basement membrane. There is stromal , 
hemorrhage adjacent to the neutrophils.

Sections of pulmonary parenchyma arc essentially similar to* 
one another. All shov; moderate engorgement of the arterial 
bed with red blood colls as v;ell as congestion of tlio .alveolar 
capillary bed. Tn addition, precipitated proteinaceous edema 
fluid con be seen in many microscopic fields, located v/ithin 
alveolar spaces as well as within the perivascular and peri- 
bronchial interstitial ti.ssue. , Anthracotic pigment aggregater» 

'arc sparse and collected in subplcural foci associated with slight 
fibrous tissue proliferation and lymphocytic aggregates. Other 
'small aggregates of antbracotic pigment can be seen in perivascular 
and peribronchial location. Terminal bronchioles, respiratory 
bronchioles, and many alveolar .ducts contain neutrophilic exudate. 
In some small respiratory pass£igcv:ays plugging by neutrophilic 
cells can be seen, while in other areas tlic aggregation is loose. 

Xn the areas of intra-nlvcolar neutrophilic exudation diapedesis 
of neutrophils through alveolar capillaries can be observed. .In 
areas of the neutrophilic collections, fibrin mesh-works are 
noted. In a few alveolar spaces, fibrinous material appears 
7 compressed against the lining, but hyaline membrane formation 
is not a prominent feature in any of the sections examined. 

Larger bronchi, small bronchi and bronchioles of various caliber 
show prominent folding of their mucosal r>urfaccs and some post 
mortem denudation of epithelium. In the areas of pulmonary 
• parenchyma not involved with the pneumcnitic process, slight 
hyperexponsion of alveolar ducts and alveolar spaces is noted. 
Several small pulmonary arterial branches contain throml^o-embolic 
material filling the lumen. No organization is observed. Search 
of vessels in the described sections reveals no obvious cml:>olic 
central nervous system tissue.

The splenic capsule is intact and of normal thickness. The 
trabecular fraiticwork of the splenic parenchyma ic unchanged from 
nonfEQl.

esophagus (Sections 72-37 A, B and C) 

The section is that of a complete cross-sectional representation 
of esophagus. Outer adventitial fibro fatty tissue tags are 
present. The circular and longitudinal muscles, bundles and 
associated nerve filaments and ganglia arc normally distributed. 
The submucosa consists of ratlicr loose areolar connective tissue. 
The muscularis mucosae is prominent but not abnormally thickened. 
The submucosa contains small clusters of lymphocytic cells near 
blood vessels. The esophageal squamous epithelium is intact 
and shows normal maturation from basal layer to tlic lumen. The 
.section appears to represent mid-esophagus as no outer skeletal 
muscle attachments or submucosal gland structures arc identified.

This section includes a generous strip of lingual mucosa, 
subcpitheli al tissue and a prominent mass of lingual skeletal 
mu5jcle.

All sections reveal similar features. The gastric serosa and 
fnusculuris are unromarkablo. The gastric niucosal folds ore 
prominent. Tiic epithelium is moderately well preserved. Some 
superficial autolytic loss of the columnar surface epithelium 
adjacent to the gastric pits is noted. Between some mucosal 
folds arc aggregates of entrapped mucus ,■ containing exfoliated 
surface colls. The capillary bod of the imicosa appears engorged. 
Surro\inding tfio necks of the gastric glands are rather prominent 
aggreqntos of plasma colls and occasional lymphocytes. In a 
few areas tlicnc cellular aggregates extend through the full 
thickness of mucosa and form small mononuclear aggregates at 
the junction of mucosa and muscularis mucosae. A distinctive

And I V 7 cnt through our door, the podiua 
door, and I started going through the kitchen door when 
two press people pushed tte av^ay. I got in front of Krs. 
Kennedy by accident. 

Then \7C wont through the door and all of a 
sudden the procession stopped end it was like firecrackers, 
just pop, pop, pop, all over the place -- end smoke — and, 
veil, I did this, I pushed Krs. Kennedy — Just a 
reaction — and everyone in the front turned around. 

I turned around and saw Mrs. Kennedy on the 
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floor with Roosevelt Grier covering her. 

It was like a sv?arm of people pushing nie 
out of the rooa. I went out of the podium door. I said, 
"Cod, I*ia shot," and then tay friends carried me off. 

I noted I v?as shot because of the blood, 
when the shooting started, it felt like a kick in the knee.

you again," 

So I read them off again. Then I asked 
him again, "Do you understand your rights?" 

Then he looked at me and said, *'Ves," 

And then I said, "Do you wish to remain

And he just didn't say anything. 

Then he looked at me again and he said. 
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"Yes." 


Then X said, "Do you wish on attorney 


present?"
